The use of Ma as a starting material would require further search. This material has never 
been in the claims and hence has not been searched. 

There is also a significant new matter issue that would have to be considered in the insertion 
of Ilia into the specification, for example in determining whether the specification really can be 
said to teach the reaction of Dla with VII. 

Applicants have also raised potential new matter issues in the use of solvent mixtures in e.g. 
claim 6, base mixtures in claim 12, acids as acylating agents in claim 10, etc.
